Aide to Garrison Sees 
No Case, NBC Reports 


NEW YORK, June 23 (AP) 
— The National Broadcasting 
Co. says New Orleans District 
Attorney Jim Garrison’s .chief 
private investigator recently 
told Sen. Robert F. Kennedy 
(D-N.Y.) that there was “no 
basis in fact and no material 
evidence in Garrison’s case for 
an assassination plot against 
the late President Kennedy.” 
William H. Gurvich, the pri- 
vate investigator, could not be 
reached for comment. 

Sen. Kennedy issued the fol- 
lowing statement through a 
spokesman: “At Mr. Gurvich’s 
request I spoke to him in 
Washington recently. I have 
not discussed the substance of 
our conversation and I think it 
would be inappropriate to do 
so now.”
